Dewey spoke on the Dar- 
ien scheme. He showed that one of 
the great results ot that aflalr was 
the Union of Bngfand and Scotland 
under one parliament, and a second

' world, ever since that date to thsia- 
thmus, whieh has recently come to 
bear such an important part in the 
In the diplomatic circles of the 
grrat powers and which within the 
next year or so, Is destined to bave 
such a powerliil effect upon the trade 
of the world. 

Paterson, the oriKinator of the 
scheme, had the intention of found- 
ing at Darlen a colony or port open 
to the trade of all nations with but

Mr. Davey explained that it was 
largely throui^h the lack of support 
from Kngland that the scheme met 
with suih iliKaat.roi:s n suits. Of 
CdUise, combined with ths, wag the 
f.ict (hit the Scotch sliowid an al.- 
olute lack of knowledge i.s to gov- 
erning a colony, and an unwise and 
ur^ fortunate selection of merchandise. 

To make matters worse when the 
lo'onisis were sufferini; [ri,,n lawless- 
ness and lack of suppl es, Hi ain laid 
claim to th ir territory and sent an 
armed frice acainst them.

As a result of this fa lure Scotch 
wratii was kindled agalrst Kn^claiul. 
The matter was settled by England 
agreeing to Pay for the stock of the 
company with interest and to pay up 
the Scotch nationol debt. 

Mr. Dale-Harris in an interesting 
and well prrsented paper, spoke of 
the events leadinj; up to the torma- 
li( n of the Clayton-lliilwT Treaty lio- 
twern Great Ilritaln and Che Urlted 
States. He showed hew, by this 
treaty, both nations agreed to neu- 
trality, thiit neith r have an exclus- 
ive Control of the canal, and both 
also aBsured to pul llc vissrla an un- 
airaed not to fortify. The treaty 
molested passage throui h the water- 
way, md that in time of war the 
Canal would he protected by both 
n.itjins.
